She was a pioneer of 1855 and she 
mearrisd a pionser of 1850. who Was destined to play a sconspicisus 
and honorable part in the thrilling and oritical ere, thru whic? 
the state passed from the early sixties to the middle seventies. 

She survived her distinguished husband by nearly thirty 
yeurs, but it is pleasins te know that her cld ase was calm and 
thet her memoriss were always cf duty well done and of worthy 
tasks well performed,
